Senator Sumnor, 
General Tod, Robert Lincoln and Rufus 
‘Androws stood leaning over tho headboard 
of the bed, watching every motion of the 
breathing breast of the dying President. 

Robert Lincoln was resting on the arm 
of Senstor Sumner. Members of the 
Cabinet wore standing by the bod.side. 
Secretary Stanton on the left of Mr. An- 
drows snd Mr, Audrows was near the hod 
of Mr. Lincoln, next to him was Mr. Den- 
nison, snd others were arranged slong st 
his left, The Surgons wero sitting upon 
the side and. foot of the bed, holding the 
Prosident’s hands, with their watches’ ob- 
serving the slow declonsion of the pulse. 
‘Such was the colemn stillness for tho space 
of five minutes, that tho ticking of the 
watches could by hoard in the room. At 
twenty-two minutes past coven his mus- 
cles rolaxed, and the epirit of Abraham 
Lincoln fled from its earthly labernaclo to 
that bourne-from which no traveler re- 
torne. 

The countenanes of the President was 
beaming with, that characteristic smilo 
which only those who have seen bim in 
his happiest moments can sppreciate, 
and, except a blacknoss about bis eyes, 
his face appeared perfoctly natural. 

He died without a struggle, and without 

even 8 porceptible motion of a limb, calm 
and silent, this groat anid good man passed 
away, The morning was calm and tho 
rain was falling gently upon tho roof of 
the humble apartment whore thoy laid 
him down to die, 
Guards had been stationed to kesp peo-

Abraham Lincoln was born on the 12th 
day of Fobmmary, 1809, in Harden county, 
Kontucky, and was consequently 66 years, 
two months and (bree days old when hoe 
was murdered. His father, Thomas Lin 
coln, was » man of humble, means, who 
earned his tiving by laborious, toil, hence 
hie gon Abrobum never bad. tho Advan- 
tago of any cdacation, except that which 
ho pickod up as ho progressed through life. 
‘When Abraham was in. his ciahih yen 
his fathor, becoming disgueted with) the in- 
stitution of slavory and forseeing that froo 
Jabor stood no chanco with slave Inbor, do- 
terminod on romoying to Sponcor county, 
ndisna. Accordingly the old home was 
gold, and their offects wore placed upon & 
raft, and tho fomily foated down tho rivor 
on its way to the thon now State of Indi- 
sna. For tho last fow miles of their jour- 
noy they were obliged to make their own 
road through the wilderness, At their 
new home Mr. Thomas Lincoln, with’ the 
sid of afew kind-hearted noighbors, tho 
nearest liviog throe miles off, put up a log 
cabin, with one room on the ground floor 
‘and ono in the loft, In this humblo teno- 
mont tho future Presidont lived for twelve 
years. His mothor was @ pious woman, 
snd assisted him to leita to road. At her 
denth, which occurred whon he was ten 
yours of oge, she had the satisfaction of 
hesriog him read “the Book of all books," 
hich ho bad novor since neglected. 

After awhile, Abraham lesrned to write. 
This was an accomplishment unheard of 
in the rogion, and ho, was set down 38 
prodigy, His Uret opistolory sttempt was 
80 aflecting one. It was 8 lotter to an old 
friend of his mother—atrayolliag preacher 
—begging him to-come and preach a ger- 
mon over her graye, which he did stortly 
after. 

_ Jo 1830, Mr. Thomas Lincoln emigrated 
to Decatur, Illinois, at which placo be ar- 
rived afiera journoy of fifteen days. | Here, 
sfler Abrabam had finished. siding his 
father in building's rail fence around bis 
farm. ho got out to tlad his own ‘support. 
Ho found employmout on the different 
farina in tho neighborhood, and subsequent. 
ly obtained # situation.as clerk in a store. 
Zn 1832, whon the Black Hawk war broko 
‘out, Abraham joined # volunteer company, 
‘Which elected him its Captain, He sorvod 
with credit to himself, haying won ‘the 
eatoom of his mon by his eillcioncy as an 
officer, bie promptness in the discharge of 
his duties, and by never shrinking from any 
danger or hardship. 

After his military life was over, he ran 
for tho Legislature, snd was dofeated. 
Although he carried bis own precinct 
by a vote of 277 out of 284, this was 
the only time bo was beaten bofore 
‘the poople. He bongbt a store and went 
into the mercantile business, but failed. 
At tbo samo time bo was sppointed 
Post Master. In 1834 Mr. Lincoln was 
elected to the Legislature. In 1836 he ob- 
tained a law licanse, and in 1837 removed 
to Springtlold, whore he commenced the 
practice of law in partnorsbip with the 
Hon, Jobn T. Stusrt. 

Mr. Lincoln was three times elected to 
the Legislature as a member of the Whig 
party. In 1840 Mr. Lincoln was elected 
to Congrose, aud took his seat ia 1847, es 
tho only Whig member from Illinois. Ho 
took ® position in opposition’ to the 
justice of tha Mexican war, but yoted in 
favor of supplies for onr soldiers, Mr. 
Lincoln arrayed himself in favor of the 
right of petition, aud invarisbly yoted in 
favor of rocciving petitions basring on tho 
question of slavery. On that question he 
took rather 8 prominent part. Mr. Gott, 
of New York, had introduced a resolution 
directing tho Committee on the District of 
Columbia to propare a bill to abolish the 
alaye trade ia the Dist Mr. Liaeola 
moved an amendment instructing the 
Committee to introduce a bill, not morely 
toabolish the slaye trade, but to abolish 
slavery in the District, A bill was after- 
ward roportad by tho Committeo forbidding 
the slave trade in tho District. This bill 
‘Mr. Lincolo suppo-ted, but in vain. He 
‘was simply {toon years io advanco of the 
time, When the famous Wilmot Proviso, 
forbidding slavery in territory now free 
came up, Mr. Lincoln, to uae his own lan+ 
guage to Judgo Douglas, ‘voted for it in 
one way and another sbout forty times.”

With 
his careor sinco assuming that oflico overy 
ono of our teaders is familiar, and wosholl 
not attompt to analyze it, Mr, Lincoln, 
by the policy he has pureued, in issuing 
his, Emancipstion Proclamation, and ad- 
vocating tho abolition of slavery in tho 
District of Columbia snd in the Border 
States, has won for himeolf the title of tho 
‘great Emancipator,’ 6 title, in compari. 
on to wLich, those of all others, of ancient 
or modern times, are a3 mere vapor. 

We have thus given a slight biographi- 
cal sketch of our Jato illustrious and mar- 
tyrod President. The far abler pen of the 
future historian will chronicle justly the

‘The murderer of the President, as proven 
poyond doubt by a thousand concurrent 
circumstances recounted elsewhere, is John 
Wilkes Booth, s son of “the groat Booth,” 
the famous Junius Brutus, the fame of 
whose acting has extended over both con- 
tinonts. ‘The assassin is now about twonty- 
six years old. Ho was Lorn in Mary. 
land, about tixteen miles from Baltimora, 
and bas beon brought up in the theatrical 
profession, About six months ago, how- 
over, he left the stage and has since been 
engaged in speculations in oil territory, 
He has always been a eecessionist of the 
most malignant type. 

Tho Cleveland Herald speaks af him as 
haying “recently attained high distinction 
as an actor, cspacially in tragedy,” sud as 
having been “playing Hamlet for weeks in 
euccession in New York” during the past 
sesson. This Is a blunder. The Herald 
confounds Wilkes Booth with bis brother 
Edwin, The two must be kept distinct. 
Edwin Booth has always beon a strong 
Unionist and haa frequently played for the 
benailt of the Ssnitary Commission, while 
‘Wilkes Bosth has been notorious for his 
sympathy with the roballion, Edwin 
Booth, too, is a pre-omiaent actor, His 
Hamlet is probably the best ever repre- 
sented on the American stago—that of 
“Willes Booth is, of all which wo bayo seen, 
the worst. 

It will be remembered that Wilkes 
Roath playad_an enaagamant in thi = 
in the fall of 1863, sppeariog in “Hamlet,” 
“Richard the Third,” “Charles Da Moor,” 
and dramas of a similar character. Ho 
was generally pronounced a Yery por sc- 
tor, andonly the fact that his name was 
Booth ever gave him any ort of popular- 
ity. His personal sppearance is prepos- 
sessing. His form is slender, but litho and 
well-proportioned; his face pale, delicate, 
handsome. His hair was dark and carl- 
ing. He wore when in this city a slight, 
Disck, pointed moustache. He was an ex- 
quisite, an elegant, in dress, in look, in de 
méanor. For the last few years he drank 
terribly, slmost as bard as his father, 
whose potations are proverbial. 

The motive of the assassin was a com- 
plex (one, First, of course, was that of 
malignant hstred against the President. 
Mingled with the feeling was the same im- 
pulse which induced Erostratus to fire the 
temple of Diana—the desire to make his 
name immortal. But the wide-spread ns- 
ture of the plot shows that these were not 
the sole motives.
